N stressing the fundamental drawback of the purely automatic transmission, the 
author of a review on pages 1518-1522 is not making an apologia for the almost 
omplete absence of such devices in Europe. No defence is necessary, for the 

aims of car manufacturers in America and Europe are, generally speaking, widely 
divorced and interestingly in keeping with economic circumstances In 
impoverished Europe the most is extracted from quite small engines; in America 
the sky seems to be the limit of engine size and power. Where power is thus 
extravagantly provided, the inevitable additional losses in contemporary automatic 
transmissions (about 10 per cent) can be brushed off 

But the fundamental drawback remains, and the tortuous roads, vicious gradients 
and heavy traffic of European countries intensify it. Unless an overriding contro! 
is fitted. the automatically geared car cannot be made to anticipate certain condi 
tions; it seems unable, for instance, to compete with much smaller cars, intelligently 
driven, up the long mountain passes of Europe, in which conditions it is very difficult 
to avoid engine overheating. Moreover, the systems have a complication that is 
frightening to owners already suffering from lack of skill in servicing 

There is little doubt that automatic, or semi-automatic, drives will appear in 
creasingly on British cars, if only because a certain type of driver demands “ press 
button ” driving, and there is no doubt that manipulation of clutch and gear lever 
is the biggest hurdle which the learner-driver has to surmount. But their eventual 
elimination must not be welcomed without reservation While simplicity of contro! 
permits even greater command by the competent driver, it also enables a number 
of drivers to qualify who found the gear lever and clutch beyond them. The result

We have many times pleaded for a simplification of the whole procedure of get 
ting from A to B on the roads of Britain There are already too many things 
clamouring for drivers’ concentration, and the duplication of warning devices 
merely adds to them. The engineers are beginning to feel that vehicles themselves 
have become complicated enough, and that future trends should be towards sim- 
plicity. If it is not risking derision in these spendthrift days, may we also remark 
that complication is more expensive than simplicity ? 

In the face of this new electronic onslaught it is refreshing to note that the 
Minister of Transport has found an uncomplicated way out of the number plate 
quandary : when the present three-letter, three-number combinations run out, the 
numbers and letters are to be reversed in order, the numbers thus being read first

in tabular form in these pages, and which need comment, 
for they reveal the similarities and differences between 
American conditions and problems, and those of this 
country. In this context a basic similarity is brought out in 
the two graphs on page 1508, which show how the curves 
of car ownership and mileage in the two countries run 
parallel. This similarity gives authenticity to comparisons, 
because it shows that the authorities are dealing with com- 
parable increases in traffic 

That America is winning in the race for road efficiency 
becomes obvious in the study of the comparisons between 
the two countries, and there are many reasons for this. One 
is no doubt the difference in the amount of money spent on 
traffic engineering in the U.S.A. and here. Of funds 
authorized for highway purposes by the American Federal 
Government, 14 per cent is available for traffic research 
Most states match these funds dollar for dollar, and the 
amount spent annually is about $15,000,000 (nearly 54 mil- 
lion pounds). Contrast this with the two million pounds 
being spent this year in the removal of accident black spot: 
in Britain. The contrast is all the more unenviable as a

Tables 1 and 2 are of great interest in their revelations of 
traffic speed differences, and the speed of buses (Table 2) in 
the U.S.A. must come as a surprise even to those who have 
seen the transatlantic “Greyhounds” heading out of the cities 
For buses in the States have an average speed on main rural 
roads of 50 m.p.h. Cars travel at 49 m.p.h. and commercial 
vehicles at 43 m.p.h. (1949 figures). 

Speeds in Great Britain are seen to be considerably lower, 
as, indeed, might be expected. But the moral in a competi- 
tive world is that Britain must make every effort to increase 
the speed of her traffic. British commercial vehicles are 
some 20 to 25 per cent slower than their American counter- 
parts, and, caeteris paribus, this can result only in higher 
prices for the goods carried. The standard deviation about 
the mean is an interesting figure on which time can be spent 
in profitable speculation. It should, ideally, be as low as 
possible, thus signifying that the traffic is proceeding at a 
uniform speed, but almost uniform speeds mean that the 
duration of overtaking is prolonged, with possibly adverse 
results in various directions. 

The table of braking comparisons (Table 3) contains one 
small surprise—the better performance of American cars, 
which give a retardation figure of 0.48g as against 0.43g for 
British cars (g is 32ft per sec per sec). The British figure is 
attrjbuted in part to the greater age of cars now running on 
British roads.

The American correspondent of 
The Times was betrayed into a facile conclusion in reporting 
the Labour Day week-end fatalities recently. Speed was the 
cause, he said, the states having fast, wide highways suffering 
most casualties. Two factors at least were overlooked in 
this snap judgment—the number of vehicles using the roads 
and the attraction that fast, wide roads have for traffic.

Now a certain amount of extra comment is called for 
here. It is quite true that a sufficiently skilful driver will 
safely conduct his car along the worst road in Christendom 
or outside it. Pedestrians may hurl themselves towards his 
front suspension; cyclists may wobble fro and to his line of 
passage; middle-of-the-road drivers may attempt to raise his 
blood pressure with the aid of bobbing canaries, all to no 
account. He is so consummately in command of the situa- 
tion that his passage is as safe as that of the sleeper into 
dreamland. But as drivers of that calibre are about one in 
a thousand, the rest must be prevented from endangering 
themselves, which they will do as a result of their lack of 
ability to cope with more than a certain amount of road 
harassment. And the only way in which they can be safe- 
guarded from themselves is by the provision of safer roads, 
thus reducing the number of hazards that can strain their 
capabilities all at one time. Hence the argument for modern 
roads. 

Experienced drivers tend to forget that this incompetent 
stage exists, having passed through it to the state where 
action in emergency is instinctive. I remember years ago 
being given an instance by the Assistant Chief Driving 
Examiner of the limitations of the human brain. A learner- 
driver approached a slow corner. The speed was correct, 
he looked straight ahead; he changed to a lower gear cor- 
rectly—and ran straight across the road into a lamp-post. 
At that stage of his driving career, the necessity .to steer 
round the corner in addition to doing all the other things 
was the last straw that broke the camel’s back (and, pre- 
sumably, the lamp-post) 

Table 6 is the work of R. E. Jorgensen and R. G. Mitchell, 
of the Connecticut State Highway Department, and as a 
result of their researches these two traffic engineers have 
drawn up acceptable standards of road design for given 
traffic volumes, tabulated in Table 7. Not a single British

Dr. Smeed points out that each of the different sets of 
iata indicates that the accident rate per vehicle mile on roads 
of modern design is less than on other roads, but the Davison 
Expressway data show that this reduction, though appre- 
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-ciable for fatal accidents, is much less for these than for less 
serious accidents. Such a result is to be expected, as 
accidents are likely to be more serious when fast traffic is 
involved, and it lines up with Road Research Laboratory 
findings in this country 

Not all modern American roads are as safe as the two 
quoted. On the Pennsylvania Turnpike there are about 0.14 
fatalities per million vehicle miles.

Believe it or Not 


O you realize that the placing of a 
silencer in an exhaust pipe at a 
certain crucial point can result in an 
increase in engine power of 15 per 
cent? This is one of those incredible 
figures that the ordinary motorist finds 
difficult to believe. Moreover, if the 
silencer is moved, say, 25cm nearer the 
engine or farther away, a 15 to 20 per 
cent loss in power may result. The 
figures are contained in a French 
learned Paper of recent publication.

Intaking Air 


WONDER if we ought to take the 

air for our combustion chamber 
from under that dirty bonnet? The 
thought occurs to me on reading once 
more about the effect of impurities that 
go in through the intake. Under the 
bonnet is a place where dirt collects, 
and where it is shaken off by vibration, 
blown off by the fan, and generally 
made to bombard the air cleaner from 
all directions. It seems to me that the 
intake would be purer if it were taken

Better or Worse 

NE of the problems in sign- 

posting recently came to my 
notice through a trip to the Midlands 
As one leaves Northampton for the 
north there is a fork road with a good, 
clear sign which says that the left-hand 
road is ASO for Leicester and the right- 
hand road ASO8 for Market Har- 
borough.

Traffic Increases 


YRIVATELY owned motor vehicles 
have increased by 2.6 per cent since 
September, 1951. This is shown by a 
seven-day count of cars and motor cycles 
recently undertaken by the A.A. on 21 
important British roads. Cars recorded 
an increase of only 1.4 per cent, but motor 
cycles rose by 13.9 per cent In all, 
423,874 cars and 49,400 motor cycles were 
recorded. The A.A. makes the customary 
reservation that such results are not con 
clusive while providing interesting com 
parisons. 

For the third year in succession, 
heaviest traffic was at Esher, in Surrey, on 
the Portsmouth Road, A3. Here, the 
count gave 42,849 cars and 8,812 motor 
cycles. Watford By-pass was the second 
most congested road and the third the

AN INTERESTING REVIEW BY THE 


MONG automobile engineers in this country there is, 
perhaps, no component that is discussed more at 
present than the automatic transmission unit. In 

America this unit is also under review, but whereas in Eng- 
land automatic transmission is fitted by only Bentley and 
Rolls-Royce—and this dating from only a short time ago— 
in America the position is very different. Automatic trans- 
missions have been fitted on a large number of makes and 
the General Motors Hydra-Matic unit was produced as long 
ago as 1939. In 1951 the production of automatic transmis- 
sions in America was approaching the two and a half million 
mark. In American eyes, then, this type of drive is an 
established fact; in this country there is, perhaps, a tendency 
to think it is just round the corner. 

The subject “ Automatic Transmissions in America” has 
recently been discussed by Mr. Charles A. Chayne, who 
delivered the James Clayton lecture at a recent meeting in 
London of the automobile division of the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers. Mr. Chayne is the vice-president 
of the engineering staff of the General Motors Corporation 
of America. 

In opening, Mr. Chayne said that ever since the adoption 
ot the internal combustion engine for automobile use in- 
dustry had sought a suitable transmission to overcome the 
undesirable characteristics of the engine. A cheap and 
reliable transmission with infinitely variable ratio and fully 
automatic operation, with an efficiency of close on 100 per 
cent, would be the ultimate answer, and until it had been 
evolved the search would go on. For two decades industry 
in the U.S.A. had been developing suitable automatic drives 
for the internal combustion engine, but, technically speak- 
ing, the high-powered American car had the least need for 
an automatic transmission. 


Driver Need 


From this last remark one of the fundamentals of the 
American problem can be realized. Although the American 
car has relatively little need for automatic transmission, the 
average American driver appears to have very much need 
for one, and with increasing numbers sold, it is not difficult 
to visualize a state of affairs when a very large proportion of 
drivers will not be sufficiently skilled to operate a conven- 
tional transmission. To a certain extent this state of affairs 
exists today; it is doubtful whether many present-day 
drivers could operate an early type of “crash” gear box. 

American engineers realize that the ideal transmission has 
not yet been evolved. Mr. Chayne pointed out that the task 
was not simple, and the requirements were many, as car 
transmissions must satisfy the requirements of the average 
owner-driver. “What pleases him most,” he remarked, “is 
his own idea of the best combination of reliability, noiseless- 
ness, smooth performance, and flashy acceleration when 
needed. He wants fully automatic normal driving with 
easily operating smooth-acting forward and reverse controls; 
reasonable safety control such as engine braking and acci- 
dental shift inhibitors; efficiency as it affects fuel economy; 
and, above all, a reasonable initial cost.” Obviously when 
so many considerations had to be weighed there were bound 
to be many differences of opinion as to which was the best 
design of automatic transmission. 

In Europe, driver requirements may be said to be a 
transmission which gives the full range of automatic control 
if required, yet permits the driver to remain the master in 
peculiar conditions. The automatic transmission cannot

last automatic transmission in America without 
a fluid coupling or torque converter, and enjoyed 
considerable commercial success. 

The General Motors engineering vice-president 
concluded his brief history of his company’s 
efforts with particulars of the contemporary 
Hydra-Matic transmission. In 1939, he . said, 
General Motors introduced: the Hydra-Matic, 
the first successful passenger-car automatic trans- 
mission. Nearly four million cars on American 
highways today were equipped with this trans- 
mission. It consisted of a fluid coupling and an 
automatic planetary geared transmission—not 
new to engineers in England, where the Wilson 
planetary transmission had been used for both 
cars and commercial vehicles. The Hydra- 
Matic, with its combination of planetary gears, 
friction elements, and fluid coupling, operated 
automatically through a hydraulic pressure con- 
trol system. The fluid coupling was actually 
connected between two planetary sets, although 
physically adjacent to the engine flywheel. This 
increased efficiency and reduced some short- 
comings in the fluid couplings when operated 
at engine speed. In the top gears some of the 
power was shunted around the coupling, thus 
increasing efficiency. The shifting of gears was 
done without interrupting the drive by the 
simultaneously acting friction elements, and pro- 
duced satisfactory transition from one ratio to 
the next. The completely automatic performance 
of the car varied with the degree of throttle 
opening the driver chose to use. 


Little Change 


“Tt will be noted,” said Mr. Chayne, “that 
the design of the first Hydra-Matic is still the 
same today except for a change in the reverse 
gear locking. In the original model, reverse was 
obtained by manual engagement of a pawl with 
the reverse ring gear. In the present model, 
reverse is obtained by the hydraulic application 
of a cone clutch; this results in a very easy and 
fast reverse application and enables the driver 
to rock the car easily on ice or in snow and mud. 
In addition to the friction cone there is still the 
mechanical pawl which comes into engagement 
when the engine is stopped, thus preserving the 

ing lock feature.” 

The Hydra-Matic, it will be remembered, con- 
sists of a fluid coupling and planetary gearing. 
Now in place of a simple fluid coupling and, say, 
three gear trains a similar result could be 
obtained with a torque converter and a smaller 
number of planetary gear — and this type 
of transmission appeared on American auto- 
mobiles produced after 1946. The first example 
quoted by the lecturer was known as the Hydro- 
torque drive, and was produced by the White 
Motor company for a bus transmission. This 
torque converter type of transmission is single- 
stage and has a two-speed synchromesh gear box 
to increase the gear ratio. The converter consists 
of pump, turbine, and a single stator mounted 
on a free wheel which locks the stator when 
the unit is acting as a torque converter but per- 
mits it to rotate and reduce the stator resistance 
when the unit is acting as a fluid coupling. 
gears are changed automatically by a pneu- 
matically operated sliding gear arrangement and 
the mechanism is controlled by a governor driven 
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through differential gears from both the input and the out- 
put members of the converter. 

This was followed by a car application of the torque con- 
verter drive when the Buick Dynaflow was introduced by 
General Motors at the beginning of 1948. It consists of a 
poly-phase torque converter with a ratio of 2.25 to 1 at stall- 
ing point, working in conjunction with an hydraulically 
controlled compound planetary gear. However, this gear 
is intended only for extreme conditions and is not in opera- 
tion under normal driving conditions, when the degree of 
torque multiplication required is produced by the torque 
converter. 

The Hydra-Matic and the Dynaflow, then, can be con- 
sidered as the present production extremes of the two types 
available on the American car. With the Hydra-Matic the 
fluid coupling merely‘ replaces the clutch, torque multi- 
plication being provided by the planetary gear trains, whilst 
on the Buick the torque converter takes the place of the 
clutch as well as providing a degree of torque multiplica- 
tion, sufficiently high to render the use of additional gears 
necessary only for extreme conditions. Between these two 
extremes there is the whole range of transmissions which 
provide various combinations of the characteristics of the 
two. 





Other Types 


One example quoted by Mr. Chayne was the Packard 
Ultramatic transmission. This consists of a torque con- 
verter and an hydraulically controlled compound planetary 
gear arrangement which (as with the Dynaflow) is rarely 
used under normal driving conditions in America. How- 
ever, on the Ultramatic there is a mechanical direct-drive 
clutch that is used to lock up the torque converter into a 
solid connection, thereby climinating any possibility of slip 
and improving the efficiency when the torque converter is 
functioning as a fluid coupling with no torque multiplica- 
tion. 

The lecturer continued his historical review: In 1950 
General Motors introduced the Powerglide trans- 
mission for its lowest-priced car, the Chevrolet. It 
was generally considered a baby Dynaflow, but 
though very similar, it did have an improved converter 
design whose fluid circuit contained two additional 
sets of blading which constituted an overrun coup- 
ling, and were used to improve engine braking and to 
make easy tow-starting possible. In one respect, said 
Mr. Chayne, the Powerglide torque converter was 
unique. It was the first converter to be constructed 
of stamped-steel components instead of precision 


castings. 

Also in 1950, shortly after the introduction on the 
Chevrolet, there appeared another torque converter 
transmission with a lock-up clutch. Manufactured by 
the Borg-Warner Corporation, it was introduced by 
Studebaker in the early part of the year and it con- 
sisted of a torque converter with a lock-up clutch as 
used by Packard in the Ultramatic and a compound 

planetary which resembled the gear train of the 
Hydra-Matic. The transmission was different in that 
the torque converter action was always accompanied 
by a gear reduction during acceleration, and then 
shifted like the Hydra-Matic into direct drive, which 
locked out the torque converter as in the Ultramatic. 
It was similar to the Dynaflow in its mechanically 
operated parking lock. 

In 1951 the Ford company introduced Fordomatic 
and Mercomatic automatic transmissions, which were 
manufactured by both Borg-Warner and Ford. Both 
were essentially the same transmission, somewhat 
similar in operation to the Studebaker transmission in 
its automatic shifting. The gear train was similar to 
the Dynaflow rather than the Hydra-Matic, and, un- 
like the Studebaker and the Ultramatic, drive was 
always through the torque converter as in the Dyna- 
flow and the Powerglide. The mechanically operated 
parking lock was similar to that in the Dynaflow and 
Powerglide. 


A year previously, continued Mr. Chayne, the

Chrysler Corporation had introduced an improved design 
of their semi-automatic transmission in which they replaced 
their standard fluid coupling by a torque converter which 
more than doubled the starting torque and gave greater 
performance capabilities.

was shifted, semi-automatically, into torque converter drive, 
as in the Dynaflow. Like the early fiuid-drive Chrysler 
transmission, it omitted the use of a parking lock. 

“By now,” continued the lecturer, “from this talk of 
automatic, Ultramatic, Hydra-Matic, Fordomatic, you have 
every right to be confused. As one views the entire lot of 
American car transmissions introduced after the Hydra- 
Matic and Dynafiow it becomes clear that no new principles 
have been brought out. The different transmissions have 
been rearrangements of already proven designs. The 
features chosen represent the respective engineer-manage- 
ment judgment of the desirability of the various character- 
istics of known automatic transmissions.” 


Commercial Usage 
Mr. Chayne discussed in some detail the developments 


that had taken place in the commercial field, where there 
are a number of applications of the automatic transmission, 
particularly in equipment that must start and stop at very 
frequent intervals. There are few vehicles that must be 
stopped and started more frequently than the milk delivery 
van, and an automatic transmission has been successfully 
used in this application. Another interesting application is 
the mammoth off-highway trucks to bring ore out of the 
open pit mines to feed the steel mills. Here it is necessary 
to carry a 34-ton pay load up gradients as steep as I in 5}, 
and a torque converter in conjunction with a Hydra-Matic 
type of transmission allows the truck to pull away from the 
shovel, accelerate on the flat and climb the entire gradient 
without any manual gear changing. It was found that these 
trucks, when fitted with an automatic transmission, could 
be successfully operated by women. 

From the British viewpoint, Mr. Chayne presented a very 
good case for the use of automatic transmissions on heavy 
commercial vehicles to reduce driver fatigue and mechanical 
shock loading by the elimination of manual operations and 
through the cushioning effect inherent in fluid drive. He 
appeared convinced of its desirability in the American car, 
in which driver control in its simplest possible form appears 
to be the aim. The power-weight ratio in U.S.A. cars is 
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very good and the inefficiencies of the torque converter 
ee ee oe oo a apes oe he ae 
hibitive. In the commercial and armoured vehicle sphere 
ease of control coupled with manccuvrability appears to be 
the paramount requirement. 

In this country, where engines are smaller and designs 
are much “nearer the bone” as regards power- -weight ratio, 
transmission efficiency is of much greater importance; 
operating conditions are different with a much greater num- 
ber of bends or obstacles per mile. In consequence, 
although it is very desirable to eliminate the clutch pedal, 
it would seem equally desirable to provide the driver with 
some positive form of over-riding control of automatic 
transmissions that could be used if necessary. 

There is little doubt that in time some form of automatic 
or semi-automatic transmission will be used both in this 
country and on the Continent, provided that it can meet 
the requirements of conditions and be both simple and 
economical to produce. In America development continues 
and there is a distinct possibility that some new and im- 
proved automatic transmission will be forthcoming from 
that country in the near future. 


Over-optimism ? 


None the less, it might be felt that Mr. Chayne was too 
convinced of the inevitability of automatic drive, although 
a careful scrutiny of his final peroration reveals the engi- 
neer” $ cautionary phrase. “Coming events,” he concluded, 

“cast their shadows before them. Where basic conditions 
are similar, the engineering solutions normally end up by 
being similar. Although there are many differences in some 
aspects of the transportation requirements between Britain 
and America, the bulk of the fundamentals remain the same. 
I feel sure that you can look forward to a similar evolution 
of the automatic transmission in England and on the

the Northern Counties 


Heather-time in 


JOYCE WHILLIS 


HERE is, I submit‘with no claim to originality, a 

season for every place: spring for bulb fields and 

orchards, summer for forest and shore, autumn be- 
yond doubt the season for the northern uplands. I know 
that many people accustomed to a civilized hedgerow and 
a friendly tree always in view feel depressed by the 
Bronté-esque expanses of the hills. It is not surprising, 
considering that most people see them only during their 
nine months hibernation and miss altogether the sparkling 
glory of their wakening time from mid-August through 
October. 

That is the season when converts are made, and those 
who already know the uplands squander time in thinking 
of excuses to go back to the hills. Of course, the Highlands 
and the Lake District have their devotees, but for the fall 
of the year I know no better place to wander than the back 
of the Lake District—that country from Tyne to Tees or 
onward to the Yorkshire Dales. For the newcomers it is 
a sufficient yet cheering aperitif and for the others, well, it 
is conveniently on the way to so many places that excuses 
are easy to find. For instance, coming from the north-west 


it is a simple matter to by-pass Newcastle and part of the 
North Road and yet arrive at one’s destination without 
losing more time than can be spared. It'is easy enough to 
escape to the main roads by following any frequent valley 
on the way east, south or west—and that is as good an 
excuse as any. But notice that I said in every direction but 
north. This is sporting country and a deal easier tackled 
from the north unless you really enjoy the challenge to 
horse-power and skill that comes from tackling hills the 
wrong way round. 

There are two ways to it from the Tyne valley: you can 
pick up B6306 beside the bus station in Hexham, or if you 
miss it B6307 branches southward near the railway crossing 
west of Corbridge. The latter is actually the better road, 
but that in Hexham disappears between the stone walls and 
takes a few minutes to untie itself from complicated, if 
pretty, knots and loops by the Linnolds. 


Moorland Entry 


The course is towards Slaley and Blanchland and the 
farms climb in civilized succession to the end of the tree 
line. No matter how often you come that way, it is still 
a startling thing to pass the last grey wall where the bee- 
hives spend their autumn holiday. One feels there should 
be a major-domo throwing wide the doors and bowing the 
guests to the feast of the uplands. Heather-time—let us 
please the purists and say the time for ling and heath—is 
as unpredictable as the season and may come from early 
August to mid-September, lasting in its glory for two or 
three weeks. If you come upon it at the crest of that purple 
time rolling away over the farthest horizons it can be 
nothing but breathtaking. The air is full of the wind and 
the peaty, earthy smell of it and all this great upland 
plateau becomes a purple ocean. It is said that the Picts, 
the little people of the northern hills, had a recipe. for 
heather wine and that the secret of it died with them : but 
seeing this vinous spread one wonders if the whole tale is 
no more than allegory and each year the barrel is tipped 
over the fells once more. 

It is not a long way to Blanchland and the road is good, 
if one to drive over with due caution where it plunges and 
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twists, until you come to the crest of the one-in-twelve hill 
that drops steeply to the village. Far down on a heather- 
time Sunday there is an ant-run of cars on the valley road, 
your destination. The road used to go through the narrow 
abbey gate that straddles the square of Blanchland, but now 
to tread in the footsteps of the monks you must stop in the 
square and walk back. Certainly do so. Blanchland is as 
trim a stone village as any in the tourist-ridden Cotswolds 
The cottages about the square are good neighbours and in 
the late year when their ribbons of garden are bright with 
flowers it is good to see. There is also the Lord Crewe 
Arms, besides other hotels, but the Lord Crewe has the dis- 
tinction of a medieval fireplace that is reputed to be an old 
priests’ hole from when the monks were on the wrong side 
in the Cromwellian wars. Of the abbey there is no more 
than a fragment in the church and the weathered gateway, 
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“You are master of all you survey . . 


but it is Blanchland itself that matters. The name has a 
ring of scholarship—one wonders, here, if it was chosen by 
some bygone clerk who saw the valley in its winter white- 
ness. 

When the trees by the valley road are blue-tipped with 
new shoots and full of the odour of resin, it does not seem 
far to the warning of “sheep on road "—that symbol of the 
uplands once more—and round the little strip of moorland 
to the village of Edmondbyers which has as many spellings, 
apparently, as there are maps. If you go away left in 
Edmondbyers it is but a short way to Newcastle and if you 
go right, to Stanhope, even less distance to the next 
uplands. 

It is a wide, unfenced and particularly glorious road up 
here, pulling steadily towards the crest and- ticking off the 
whitewashed guide stones as it goes. The crest is abrupt and 
splendid. It is hard to realize that Durham's little lake 
district stands on the neighbourhood of the 1,500ft contour 
Waskerley, the grey little village with a perpetual gaggle of 
railway trucks (of all things) clutches the hillside out of 
sight. So, also, are two of the three reservoirs that are its 


“.. . High Force, perhaps the finest of all English waterfalls.’’ 
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reason for existence, but you can walk to them. The third 
is a blue cup in the hills, sparkling and sky-reflecting as a 
mountain tarn, Up here winds are crisp and the air has its 
own zest on the roof of the world, and the heather stems 
are pewter where they bow to the breeze. You are master 
of all you survey and only the sheep turn golden goaty 
eyes on you—those haughty mountain sheep of a hardy 
breed that even equips the gentler sex with handlebar 
headgear. 

When you come clattering over the sheep-gate in the road 
it is worth pausing by the farm at the crest of Crawleyside. 
This is a local test hill, 1 in 6, I suppose a mile or more long 
and sufficiently equipped with bends where it climbs 
through the houses far below. One may pause there for the 
splendour of the view far up Weardale, where rounded 
shoulders bank up towards the real mountains and, perhaps, 
if the season is getting on, show a fleck of snow on the 
higher distances. On a busy Sunday earlier in the season it 
also offers a minor entertainment in watching the upward- 
bound traffic labouring round the mountainside with 
varying degrees of dash and flourish. Each car as it changes 
up looks positively smug: so also does its driver, wearing 
that smirk that says unmistakably “We made it in third— 
or second—well, we made it!” 


Exhilarating 


Dropping down Crawleyside it is easier to appreciate that 
feeling, for the hill sweeps round great corries and defiles 
that open new views of the valley and hills. It is a character- 
istic of this upland that the valleys are deep and steep and the 
heights rounded under their thin soil—not the jagged crag- 
giness of the Lakeland region. Weardale is no less typical, 
a slash in the fell’s contouring, wooded and farmed, tamed 
and silver with the river that winds through Stanhope at 
the foot of the hill. Dales such as this, in fact, give a 
sharpening contrast to the heights and have their own 
charm when the trees are lacquered with the colours of 
autumn and the rowans bend under their weight of berries 
—rowans, typical trees of the north, also bear their fruit 
early, for here on the hills autumn comes before summer is 
gone. There may be bright butterflies about the phloxes in

[64536.]—Referring to your recent articles in The Autocar or 
the new Girling and Lockheed disc brake systems, may I say 
that it would not have been out of place to mention the fact 
that the American Crosley car—no longer manufactured now 
employed a simple disc brake up to 1951 (the Hawley brake 
manufactured under licence by Goodyear) ? 

Disc brakes—or “ spot” brakes as they’ are often called by the 
racing fraternity—have also been extensively used on the 
Indianapolis racing cars in the past few years. Although the light 
weight obviously has been the main reason for adoption of the 
disc principle as far as the Indianapolis track is concerned, it i 
remarkable that this revolutionary construction should have been 
put into extensive use om a race track where good braking 
qualities are not regarded as prime requisites 

Most Indianapolis constructions are extremely simple, using 
only two moulded friction pads in a single brake cylinder- 
mounting, straddling the disc which can pivot on its mountings 
so that it will centre itself when pressure is applied from one 
side 

The disc, of course, runs out in the open and is often provided 
with radial vent holes to assist cooling

‘RIGHT HAND” 
Give Way to Traffic on the Right 


I was most interested to read The Scribe’s remarks in

your issue of October 
traffic on the right.” 
Out here we have no traffic lights, the authorities preferring 
for a number of reasons to use roundabouts wherever possible 
und it is at these roundabouts that this rule applie I am 
personally very much in favour of it, and I gather that The 
Scribe is, too, but only in theory—on the grounds that the volume 
of traffic in England is too great and that it might lead to vioient 
and injudicious bur of speed by those on the left in order to 


avoid being held up bv those coming from the right. How: 
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continued 


I feel that these two objections can be refuted by the practical 
demonstration out here of the feasibility of this rule 

Regarding volume of traffic, only very rarely does one tind 
in England such heavy use of the roads as occurs out her¢ 
particularly during Nairobi’s rush hours. The number of Eur 
pean and Asian families without at least one is almost 
negligible; in fact I believe I am right in saying that there 
greater number of vehicles per head of population in Kenya than 
anywhere else in the world except, maybe, parts of the Unit 
States. In spite of this, the rule seems to work; admittecily 
one does get held up at roundabouts by a queue of cars from 
one’s right, but certainly no longer than one is normally held 
up by traffic lights in England 

As far as the second objection is concerned, it is 
matter of temperament on the part of drivers—and if that is 
then you could surely have no difficulty in England on th 
score if we experience little in Nairobi. The temperament cf th 
average Kenya driver is beyond description and the standard of 
driving near-suicidal, The Highway Code is almost unheard 
of; the only hand signal is usually an impatient waving of 
clenched fists; speed limits are treated with contempt and an 
unscarred car with over 5,000 miles on the clock is a rare bird 
indeed. Yet, in spite of this, there is one rule which is not 
often broken and seems to lead to no racing—“ Give way to 
traffic on the right.”

It would appear that we are in for a spate of such devices 
as automatic transmissions, with their great complication and 
weight, hydraulically operated windows—those old-fashioned

In my 25 years of motoring, it has been my experience that 
the main components, properly treated, seldom give trouble 
Most faults in the modern car are in such components as screen

This does not imply that I am against all modern innova

UTILITY CARS 
A Plea for Clarification 


[64539.}—In case any of your readers, who are owners of utility 
cars, are thinking of claiming refunds of overpaid licence duty, 
I would like to point out that your correspondent “ Lex ” [64510] 
has disregarded part of the legal description of a goods vehicle 
in order to make his point. The definition in the Vehicles 
(Excise) Act, 1949, is that a “ goods vehicle” is a vehicle which 
is constructed or adapted for use and used for the conveyance 
of goods or burden, whether in the course of trade or otherwise 
It will be seen, therefore, that even if your correspondent’s 
argument about the meaning of “goods” accepted, it is still 
necessary to decide whether the articles carried are “ burden,’ 
and, until the end of this year, the question of whether or not 
such articles are carried in the course of trade does not affect the 
matter 

[here is no doubt that the legal definition of a goods vehicle, 
which was difficult to apply even when first introduced, has for 
some years been inadequate to cope with modern vehicles, and 
the police and taxation officers have an almost impossible task 
in endeavouring to apply the law equitably Practically all 
modern gars are fitted with large luggage compartments, and 
very often roof racks also—items made specifically for the con- 
“goods or burden.”

Some of the troubles are no doubt caused by nomenclature 
There are utilities, station wagons, estate cars, shooting brakes, 
and other proprietary versions with names of their own. The 
“construction or adaptation” normally consists of cither rear 
doors or a tailboard arid folding or removable rear seats. In 
some cases vehicles with fixed rear seats, but with a tailboard 
giving access to a small space, are described as utilities, merely 
because the bodies have wood-framed panels. The tailboard 
performs exactly the same function as a luggage locker lid 
hinged at its lower edge, and such vehicles are just as much 
saloons as the normal types. 

Although the definition will, from January 1, 1953, apply only 
to “ vehicles used for the conveyance of goods for hire or reward 
or for or in connection with a trade or business,” it will still 
exist, and its various interpretations by different officials, trying 
to reach decisions equitable in the minds of a perplexed public 
are Certain to create further anomalies. 

The solution appears simple. Abolish the construction or 
adaptation clause and let actual use for the conveyance of goods 
in the course of trade or business be the sole criterion. I 
imagine that those responsible for the administration of the A, 
B and C licences would also welcome such clarification

ANCIA is one of the relatively few car manufacturers whose 
products are as advanced in design today, compared with 
contemporary products, as they were during the vintage 
era. In Great Britain the marque has had a keen following for 
many years and, before the war, the Lancia Aprilia wa 
favourite family car for the connoisseur. The Dilambda had 
compact 4-litre eight-cylinder narrow-V engine, which, like the 
rest of the car, was beautifully finished. On the 1930 model 
tested, which was provided for the purpose by the Deep Mill 
Filling Station, London Road, Great Missenden, Buckingham 
shire, the value of care in manufacture was very well demon 
strated 
Despite the car’s age it started easily and was remarkably free 
from all those suspicious noises which so often accompany the 
progress of an old car. The black exterior was essentially sound, 
with a fabric covering for the body. The spacious interior, in 
brown, had been well preserved and the remained 
comfortable 
The performance was good, again the absence of mechanical 
clatter or fuss at touring speeds being at once a subject for 
comment. At tickover speeds the engine was smooth, and would 
pull away on top gear from low speeds with great power. Alt 
speeds in the neighbourhood of 60 m.p.h. there was not a sign 
of mechanical strain. One of the two spare wheels carried an 
unused retreaded tyre, but the remaining tyres were poor; higher 
speeds were therefore avoided 
The gear box, of the old “crash” type, was a delight to use, 
and the particularly massive central gear lever worked smoothly 
in its gate. Perhaps the most impressive feature, however, was 
the brakes. So often an old car cannot be fully enjoyed because 
of the inferior brakes, but the Lancia had vacuum-servo assist 
ance, and gentle pedal pressure produced powerful response, 
with no worse a fault than a slight tendency to pull to the right 
and with very little of the lag associated with some servo system 

Suspension was somewhat bumpy by present-day saloon car 
standards, but the size of the Lancia heiped towards a generally 
very comfortable ride. The steering had a little shake at times 
of the kind not infrequently encountered when the unusu 
Lancia type of front independent suspension is used 

A car of this type cannot be justly described without reference 
to some of the refinements provided as standard back in 1930 
The engine and all working parts were superbly made and 
finished—to last. Just behind the engine a plate on the bulkhead 
could be removed to reveal three special tool trays, largely empty 
now; and everywhere were signs of careful design, from remote 
control of the sump drain plug to twin petrol pumps. A car

country and abroad, has naturally resulted in a vast 

increase in the number of races held and also in the 
number of organizations concerned in their promotion. This 
is very pleasant, within limits, provided the situation does 
not get out of hand and meetings fail from lack of entries 
and public support; but there is another aspect of the 
problem which is beginning to make itself felt. This is the 
inevitable necessity for an increasing number of people 
willing to act as marshals at these meetings. 

The majority of mectings are forced to depend on volun- 
tary support from the members of the clubs concerned to 
provide manpower for this important task. Not everyone, 
by any means, can afford the time necessary to be on the 
scene of action during the days of practice; it is difficult 
enough to raise a full squad for the long hours of a full race 
day. But marshals are necessary on practice days; and, 
moreover, the marshals themselves need practice as much as 
—and, in some cases, far more than—the drivers. 

These important officials can be segregated into three 
general categories: flag marshals, spectator marshals, and 


’ ‘HE present enthusiasm for motor racing, both in this 





administrative marshals such as those who look after the 
paddock, the pits and), other important centres. Of these, 
the job of the spectator marshal is a comparative sinecure, 
the only disadvantage to it being that he is tied to one spot— 
which may be a comparatively uninteresting one in the 
middle of a long straight—and cannot wander around to 
watch the racing from different points. His principal func- 
tion is to ensure that the madding crowd stays where it is 
put, behind the barriers; this may sound extremely easy, but 
it is surprising how many times it can be mishandled. He 
should not obstruct the view of the crowd more than he can 
help, nor should he congregate with his fellow-marshals in 
a group and engage in a long discussion while large areas 
of barrier are left unguarded. The spectators must be made 
to realize that behind the barriers means just that, and not 
sitting on the grass in front of the barriers or on the barriers 
themselves. Of course, where the barriers are permanent 
structures, the marshal’s task is made much more simple; 
unfortunately many of the circuits in this country depend 
upon the post-and-rope method, which is apt to be elastic. 
In such circumstances even more responsibility falls upon 
the marshals concerned. 

Should there be an accident, sufficient marshals must 


remain by the barriers to prevent the interested mob from 
encroaching on the course to get a better view; it is per- 
missible in certain exceptional circumstances for a marshal 
to call for a few volunteers to help in lifting a car to release 
a trapped driver, for instance, but this must not be the signal 
for a mad rush, and the other marshals must make it their 
main consideration, then, as at all other times, to control the 
spectators. 

Finally, the spectator marshal must remain at his post after 
the last race has finished until the course is officially opened 
to the public; not pack up and dash off to try to be first 
out of the car park. The problem of restraining the spec- 
tators at the end of the racing wil! obviously always be worst 
at the pit area where the finishing cars come to rest; at the 
larger meetings the spectator marshals are usually reinforced 
by policemen at this time, and it is the responsibility of the 
organizers to see that there are enough of these officials to do 
the job thoroughly, not only to avoid the obvious dangers 
but also to mitigate the inevitable inconvenience to the 
business of prize distributions and clearing up pit and other 
equipment. 


The Pit Marshal 


The pit marshal must be a man well versed in the general 
business of motor racing; his job includes the enforcement 
of the regulations and, frequently, the notification of a 
central authority of the duration of and reason for any pit 


stops that may occur in his area. The regulations, in turn, 
may include limiting the number of persons working on the 
car at any one time, enforcement of the no smoking rule, 
ensuring that engines—in some types of racing—are restarted 
only by the starter motors, clearing unauthorized persons out 
of the pit area, and so forth. 

As for the paddock marshal, he is the unfortunate indi- 
vidual who rarely sees anything of the racing at all; on him 
fall the duties of ensuring that the cars for the next race are 
ready and lined up in their allotted positions in good time, 
maintaining order in the paddock, clearing unauthorized 
persons and so on. Needless to say, he should prefer- 
ably be someone with a working knowledge of the drivers 
and cars concerned (which saves a lot of time looking for 
people) and the difficulties encountered by them (which 
makes him both more tolerant of genuine hard-luck stories 
and less easily swayed by specious excuses). 

Finally, we come to the flag marshal. Now a whole 
book could easily be written on how and how not to flag 
marshal, and the latter part could also be most humorously 
and libellously illustrated with photographs; but here is a 
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MARSHAL LAW 


brief and condensed version. The particular flags (which 
are settled by international consent and should be used at 
every race meeting) with which the flag marshals on duty all 
round the circuit are concerned are three in number, as 
follows: blue (the overtaking flag), yellow (danger) and 
yellow with red stripes (look out, there is oil on the course 
The remaining four flags in the international code are red 
(stop immediately), black, with the number of an individual 
car (that car to stop at the pits), white (ambulance or official 
car on the circuit) and the chequered flag (end of race 
These flags are under the jurisdiction of the Clerk of the 
Course. 

Returning, then, to the three flags appertaining to the use 
of the flag marshal: first, there is the blue flag, which he 
will probably need most often. If this is displayed to the 
driver and held stationary it indicates that there is another 
car hard upon his heels; if it is waved, that the other car 
is actually endeavouring to pass him. This is a reasonable 


idea, and sounds simple enough; but far too many marshals 
are not sufficiently conversant with the cars and drivers con- 
cerned to appreciate whether or not the car behind is cap- 
able of passing should the opportunity be given. Time and 
again one sees a blue flag displayed to Ascari (for instance), 
when he has just lapped another car for the third or fourth 
time; this is, to say the least of it, unnecessary. Nor is it 
necessary to display the blue flag to the whole field on the 
first lap or two of a race; true, each one of the drivers has 
another car close behind, but he is expecting it and conscious 
of it, and a forest of blue patches all round the circuit only 
confuses the issue. 

Next comes the yellow flag, which indicates “danger 
slow down” when held stationary, and “ great danger—pre- 
pare to stop” when waved. Here, too, great discretion is 
necessary for its correct use; if a car should spin round on a 
corner, and come to a stop in such a position that there is 
plenty of room for other cars to pass, the flag should be held 
stationary. But, if the pirouettee stops astride the road, the 
flag must be waved—and promptly, too. Again, one all 
too often sees spectator marshals and photographers whistl- 
ing and shouting to attract the attention of the flag marshal, 
who is absorbed in watching Gonzalez’ line into the corner 
and has failed to realize that the previous car has spun round 
on the apex. It is admittedly difficult to preserve. th

requisite degree of concentration all through a long race, but 
it can be done. The “oil on course” flag is also very im 
portant, though naturally less often required; here, too, the 
experienced marshal will often sense the presence of oil on 
the road from the behaviour of the cars passing before h 
can actually see the oil itself 


Practice Makes Perfect 


Ihe mere act of holding or waving the flag is something of 
in art in itself; it is not necessary to poke the driver’s cy 
out with it, and it must not obstruct his vision of the im 
portant inside verge of the corner; but on the other hand it 
nust be near enough to his line of sight to ensure that he 
cannot help seeing it. Practice, and a study of experienced 
flag marshals at work, are the only sure road to proficiency in 
this respect. It should hardly be necessary to emphasize 
that the duties of a flag marshal must be taken very seriousl\ 
indeed; but the writer has personally witnessed one of these 
fficials occupied in taking photographs of the competing 
cars from his excellent point of vantage, while his flags lay 
neglected in a heap on the grass, not even within ‘ten feet 
% his position. This is not the way to do it 

All the foregoing remarks may sound sententious, and may 
give the impression that to act as an official at a race meet- 
ing one has to be an expert in many different ways. Please 
don’t run away with that impression; common sense and 
enthusiasm for motor racing are all that are required as a 
basis, and in return there is the satisfaction of having done a 
useful job of work and personally contributed to the success 
of the meeting. Besides, you never know; a chance meeting 
with Signor Ferrari in the paddock refreshment tent, and he 
might offer you a trial drive in one of his cars. Well, almost
